COMMITTEE GIVES HIS VIEWS.

MAJ-SALMON AGREES WITH HIM. 


The People in St. Louis Trade Terri- 
tory Would Bitterly Resent a 
Boycott of. the Post-Dispatch. 


Chairman Cook of the Democratic State 
Committee and Maj. Salmon of the Execu- 
tive Committee reached St, Louis this morn- 
ing. Their presence here gave rise to va- 
rious rumors concerning State and local 
politics. It is claimed in local political 
circles that the State Committee was anx- 
fous to obtain all the facts in connection 
with the contests that will probably grow 
out of the recent election in the city. An- 
other rumor was that Democrats through- 
out the State were greatly exercised about 
what they understood to be a systematic 
business boycott by certain gold standard 
merchants against the Post-Dispatch and 
that the State Committee would take it up. 
Mr. Cook and Maj. Salmon were seen at 
the Planters’ Hotel. They were found 
settling up. some of the State Commit- 
tee’s affairs. When asked as to the rumors 
in circulation, Mr. Cook, voicing the senti- 
ment of both Maj. Salmon and himself, 
said: 
“We are greatly interested in the con- 
tests likely to grow out of the 
recent election. We have good 
cause to believe that at least a portion of 
the St. Louis city ticket was elected, and 
that the real majority of McKinley and 
Lewis as well as that of the Republican 
candidates for Congress will be greatly 
reduced by an honest review of the re- 
turns. In several of the local contests it 
is more than probable that the majority 
claimed will be wiped out altogether. 
„As to the business boycott, we are slow 
to believe that any rational business man 
in Missouri can be so short-sighted as to 
enter into a conspiracy of this kind. The 
feeling is rapidly growing throughout the 
State, however, that the conspiracy has 
been entered into by certain gold standard 
merchants in this city to boycott those who 
fought McKinley and Filley in the recent 
contest in Missouri. The State Committee, 
as an organization, does not, ef course, de- 
sire to be drawn into a contest of this char. 
acter. Our policy has been to keep business 
and politics completely divorced; we are for 
building up rather than tearing down. The 
360,000 citizens of Missouri who supported Mr. 
Bryan and the Democratic State ticket, 
however, would not be slow to resent in a 
most positive way any attempt on the part 
ot anyone to direct the mercantile interests 
of this city into a business boycott,

FEMALE JAIL GUARD. 


The Appointment Recommended by the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


After months of earnest endeavor the 
Humanity Club is in a fair way ef ac- 
complishing tts purpose of having a female 
night guard appointed at the jail. 

The Committee on Ways and Means of 


the House of Delegates held a protracted 
session Friday, an hour of which was de- 
voted to the discussion of the matter. 

Mesdames Harrison, Hitchcock, Allen and 
Black of the Humanity Club were present 
and gave urgent reasons for the appoint- 
ment. 

They said that the appointment of a fe- 
male guard in the day time, while a step 
in the right direction, by no means solved 
the question or removed the main objec- 
tions to male guards having supervision 
over female prisoners. It was at night the 
greatest opportunities for abuse arose, and 
at present the male guards had access to 
8 of the female prisoners at 
night. 

The Comptroller and Jailer were also pres- 
ent, and the Comptroller joined the commit- 
tee in recommending to the House that the 
petition of the Humanity Club be granted. 

The recommendation will go to the House

The author and composer have worked 
without clarity of intention. In trying to 
engraft the dramatic on the romantic 
opera they produced a succession of sharp 
contrasts, utterly destructive of artistic 
balance.

The 
beauty of its lines, the dramatic intensity 
of the situations, the romantic color of its 
tropical setting and the rich melodic 
beauty of the score cannot save it in pub- 
lie estimation. 

It is a pity such meritorious work as both 
composer and librettist exhibit should be 
consigned to oblivion, but the opera to 
live will have to be entirely overhauled. 

Oscar Weil, the composer, studied music 
alongside of Sir Arthur Sullivan, but his 
temperament led him along a different path. 
He has the rich imagination and color of an 
Oriental, his tenderness ts sensual. His 
melodies do not bubble up. They miove with 
impressive smoothness, His choruses lack 
swing and catchiness, but the ve ma- 
Jestic sweep, and he develops concerted 
numbers with strength and s . Bue 
three hours of this to illustrate an ordi- 
nary story is tiresome to the general public. 

There are gems in the opera that met 
with instant recognition, notably the con- 
clusion of the dramatic duet between Te- 
resa and Felipe, Ah, once again say that 
thou lovest me’’—a bit of exquisitely tender 
melody. The same theme is worked out 
again in quartette form in the concluding 
act. The waltz song and chorus in the 
opening scene and the quintette at the close 
of the second act aroused enthusiastic ap- 
plause, but the audience overdid itself in 
demanding a repetition of Felipe’s long- 
winded and commonplace recitation, “His 
life shall yet, beloved, pay the debt,” that 
had nothing to commend it but the sonor- 
ity of Mr. Cowles’ big voice.

STILL A MYSTERY. 


| DETECTIVES AS FAR AS EVER 
FROM A SOLUTION. 


KATIE WELLMAN IS UNSHAKEN. 


Her Mother and Sister, However, Do 
Not Believe Jealousy Was a Fac- 
tor of Ghe Murder. 


The police have not solved the mystery 

of old Morris Pietzsch’s murder. Dr: Lud; 
wig Bremer, the eminent neurologist, 
might assist them materially in one phase 
of the case, though ft is hardly likely that 
he will be called in. If he were he would 
find an interesting study at 1906 North 
Thirteenth street in the person of Katie 
Wellman, the girl who claims that Charles 
O’Leary killed the old grocer because she 
visited him. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter spent several 
hours in ‘the vicinity of the murder and ob- 
tained some information which the author- 
ities overlooked or regarded as too trifling 
to consider. Indeed there seems to be an of- 
ficial bent in this, as in other mysterious 
murder cases in St. Louis, to ignore the 
seeming trifle, and grasp- eagerly at direct 
oral evidence which is controverted by 
physical facts, 

That oral evidence in such cases is fre- 
quently faulty every lawyer knows, and 
every policeman should know, but many of 
them do not. That such evidence is some- 
times absolutely, entirely, intentionally and 
causelessly false, has been demonstrated in 
several notable local cases within the last 
three years. 

First there was Annie Bgzhines. She 
swore that she saw Henze and Kaiser mur- 
der Stockman Brown. It was proved con- 
clusively that she lied. An effort was 
made to show that Boghines had a motive, 
of a pecuniary character, but that theory 
was dispelled by evidence that she had fig- 
ured as @ false witness before without a mo- 
tive. 

In the Goldman case a colored man of good 
repute swore that he saw two men, whom he 
positively identified, leaving the scene of the 
murder. The accused men proved an alibi, 
and it was supported by physical facts, 
showing that the man who identified them 
could not have deen in a position to do so 
unless he had the power to transmit his 
body through space at a rate of two miles a 
minute. 

In the Amison case Nellie Donahue swore 
that she saw the shooting and identified 
two men as the guilty parties. She was 
proved to have lied without reason, and be- 
yond reason,

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In each of these cases the lying was done 
by an individual who had no quarrel] with 
the person or persons against whom the per- 
jury was directed. There was no possibility 
in either the Goldman or the Amisen case 
that the witnesses could gain anything by 
their revelations, and almost none in the 
Brown case, 


Perversion of this character does not as- 
tonish the alienist. He recognizes it as a 
clearly defined disease, subtle and almost 
impossible of treatment, but known to stu- 
dents for thousands of years. A few great 
detectives have taken it into consideration 
in their business, and profited thereby. 
Vidocq refers to it in his methoirs. 

That the St. Louis police ignore it is 
brought out strikingly in the Pietzach case. 


When Katie Wellman stated that Charles 
O’Leary was her lever and had killed 
Pietzsch because she visited the latter, the 
police took the ordinary precaution of rep- 
resenting to her the gravity of the charge 
she made. She stuck to her story and told 
O’Leary to his teeth that he was her lover 
and had killed Pietsch. 

That settled it with the police. They ig- 
nored O’Leary’s denials, and, with the rea- 
son on their side that his character was 
bad, accepted the girl's statement as gos- 
pel. But they took no steps to corroborate 
her evidence. There was a clearly defined 
issue which might have settled the contro 
versy, but little was done to decide it. The 
girl claimed that O’Leary worked at But- 
ler’s tobacco factory with her. He declared 
that he did not. She has not named one 
person who will support her claim that 
O’Leary worked in the tobacco factory. 
She says she cannot. 

O’Leary’s alibi was perfect. In addition 
to his mother and another woman and ax 
or seven young men apparently of O’Leary’s 
stripe, three business men of seeming in- 
tegrity swear positively that he was in a 
saloon twelve blocks from the scene of the 
murder when tt was committed. 


The Coroner’s jury ignored this alibi. 
Exactly what might the Coroner had to 
enter into this phase of the case is not clear, 
but he did, and then he treated it as the 
idle wind. In his wisdom Dr. Wait said it 
made no difference whether O'Leary ever 
worked in a tobacco factory with Katie 
Wellman or not. That is, it made no aiffer- 
ence whether she lied or told the truth. 


Katie Wellman seems to be the Cinderella 
of her family, but a Cinderella with neither 
beauty nor a fairy godmother. Her sisters 
are handsomer than she and, as one of them 
testified at the inquest, they “kept com- 
pany,” but Katie never did. That 
attractive is not concealed from her 
family. She has shown no
